The Harbour. The River Esk, on the banks of which 
both the old and new town of Whitby stand, is sufficiently 
wide to accommodate a goodly fleet of vessels at high tide. 
Its natural accommodations have been enhanced by the 
construction of two sheltering and projecting piers at the 
extreme river mouth, known respectively as the East and 
West Piers. A lighthouse marks the seaward extremity 
of each. 
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
